We flowered several of this cross and they were everything we had hoped they would be. An exceptionally 
sturdy, compact growing hybrid. Flowers pure white, large and shapely. Season: fall.

If you are looking for a pure white with solid purple lip, you should add this to your collection. Seedlings 
are wonderfully vigorous and free fowering. The season will be from late fall through early winter. 


3. S- 70 C. MRS. F. KNOLLYS ALBA VAR. MAGNA X LC. WINEMA, VAR. LILLIAN STEWART............- 6.50 
Two of the finest white with purple lip parents we have seen were used here. Some exceptionally large, exhi- 
bition type blooms are sure to turn up in this cross. Pure white sepals and petals with lips varying from crimson- 
splashed through to dark purple. The season is shaping up from August on through early winter. 


4. S- 10 LC. DOROTHY FRIED X LC. CONQUISTADOR eonteet Ser eas 6.50 


Some of the finest Laeliocattleyas we have seen have come from breeding of this type. The first seedlings 
flowered here had fine color in the sepals and petals and unusually brilliant dark lips. Season, summer and fall.

Pure sparkling white sepals and petals with solid dark crimson purple lips. Rich yellow in the throat. A won- 
derful grower, free bloomer, and first rate cross for either exhibition or cut flowers. Season is throughout winter. 


9. S- 52 C. REMY CHOLET, Original Type X LC. KIT CARSON __ ee. 6.50 
A fine March-April bloomer of remarkable constitution. When plants of this cross reach maturity we are quite 
confident they will take their place as first rate bloomers for the spring season. Medium rose lavender sepals 
and petals will contrast very effectively with the dark purple lips.

This cross was bred to produce large, heavy textured, good quality whites for August and September, and it is 
shaping up to this season as we hat anticipated.

The few that we have flowered here have been very large, darkly colored, and have had 
the characteristic large dark velvety purple lip from the Cuesta parent. The season here is early winter. 


12. S- 60 C. PORTIA (C. Bowringiana X C. Labiata, Armacosts strain) -........--2-...-2-222-222----------ee-------e 6.50 
Here is a remake, using the finest possible parents, of one of the lovliest and most popular Cattleya hybrids. 
On mature plants from six to twelve flowers can be expected to a spray. The flowers will be dark purple, of 
good shape and substance, and about four inches across. The season is October; however, this cross can be 
controlled to flower for Christmas as can other hybrids of similar breeding. 


All the plants are exceptionally sturdy, in three inch pots. Many of them need shifting on before the end of the current 
growing season.
